not do worse than those Washing- 
ton correspondents who have been 
predicting and rumoring new 
things for many weeks past and of 
course when they do come hit the 
nail on the head, yet when the 
six cent air mail booklet cracked 
and when the new lightweight air 
mail envelope was proposed for 
production if its manufacture was 
found practical, they missed the 
boat. 

Philip H. Ward, Jr.. Washington 
correspondent for Mekeel’s Week. 
ly writes, “Don’t make me laugh 
about your scoop on the new Uni- 
ted States stamps! We all knew 
in Washington about the booklet 
pane two months ago but the Post 
Office did not let us.publish the 
details.” 

In newspaper work a scoop is 
getting the information in print 
and to the public first. When the 
details were released for publica- 
tion by the Postoffice Department, 
all publishers had the information 
in black and white in one of the 
routine announcements, but Linn’s 
Weekly was the only stamp paper 
that picked the item out and real- 
ized what it meant to collectors, 
Thus the scoop was a legitimate 
one from public information. 

We have never enjoyed the 
privileges of getting advance in- 
formation from the Department 
Officials and thus have no confi- 
dences to hold till they are ready 
to announce a release of the in- 
formation. Thus anything we may 
print or say has come to us in a 
manner that is without strings 
and/or matter that we may see 
hidden in letters or printed talk 
in other publications. 

We feel that we need explain 
this here in making the statements 
we are making below for this in- 
formation comes to us by letter 
and we are thus entitled to guess 
if we wish and we are therefore 
making that guess. Let us all wait 
and see just how near right are 
our predictions. 

Mr. Ward states in his letter 
that he had the news’about the 
coming two color stamps four 
weeks ago, but that the informa- 
tion was given out in confidence 
and that the persons receiving 
same were told not to publish it. 
Mr. Ward states also that he did 
come out in print and say that 
two precedents would be broken— 
one of ten years standing and the 
other of fifty years.. He states 
further that the New York Times 
mentioned the set two weeks ago, 
hence he would mention it in Me- 
keel’s Weekly of February 8th. 

Our predictions therefore must 
have to do with that fifty year 
precedent which Mr. Ward says 
is to be broken. It should not take 
much thought on the part of a 
stamp man to realize that fifty 
years ago takes us right back to 
the Columbian issue of 1893, What

March 18 First Day 
For New Six Cent 
Air Stamp Booklet 





The Postoffice Department at 
Washington has released the fol- 
lowing information regarding the 
first day of issue of the new 6 
cent Air Mail stamp in booklet 
form, , 

To stamp collectors, this is a 
new issue, yet the Department an- 
nounces tHat the cancellation 
stamp will omit the usual words 
“First Day of Issue,” because as 
they claim, it is not a new stamj. 

Every copy from the booklets 
when used alone on a cover can 
be readily identified as a stamp 
apart from those that come in 
sheets as two out of each three of 
the booklet stamps will be un- 
perforated at both sides, giving 
ther the appearance of a_ coil 
stamp; while the bottom stamp 
from each booklet page will be 
unperforated on all sides except 
the top and we can soon expect 
to see some fully unperfor- 
ated copies being offered since a 
misplaced perforation at the top 
of this bottom stamp will encour- 
age clipping the to, perforations 
to make an imperf, ;0 do not be 
fooled, but ask the jokesters to 
show them to you in pairs. 

tI should also be noted that the 
Post Office at Washington will 
service only full booklet panes for 
collectors, so that ’° »se who want 
the single stamp on a cover as 
many doubtless will want it, will 
have to buy from some of the 
many dealers offering cover ser- 
vice. 

P, O. Announcement 

In order to afford greater con- 
venience to patrons of the Air 
Mail Service, it was announced at 
the Post Qffice Department today 
that arrangements are being made 
for the issuance of 6c air mail 
stamps of the current design in 
book form. The new air mail 
stamp books will itain two 
panes of three stamps, interleav- 
ed with paraffin paper to prevent 
premature adhesion, and will be 
sold for thirty-seven cents each. 

The air mail stamp books will 
be first placed on sale at the 
Washington, D. C., post office on 
March 18, 1943, and at other post 
offices as soon after that date as 
production will permit. 

Collectors desiring first-day 
covers of the new air mail book- 
let panes may send a limited num. 
ber of addressed enevlopes, not in 
excess of ten, to the Postma-ter, 
Washington, D. C., with a cash 
or postal money order remittance 
covering the cost .at 18c each of 
the number of panes required for 
affixing. Covers will be serviced 
with full panes of three stamps 
only. The booklet panes are ap- 
proximately 1 34x 3% inches in 
dimensions and will be affixed 
vertically at the right margin of 
the envelopes which should not 
be rmaller than 35¢x6% inches 
It will therefore, be necessary to 
place the address well to the left 
to allow ample space for the af- 
fixing of the pane. 

The covers wil]l be canceled with 
hand postmarking stamps with 
widely spaced bars requiring only 
one impression on each cover. 
The ..ording “First Day of Issue” 
will not be used as the 6c air mail 
stamps in the books are of the 
current design ag first placed on 
sale on June 25, 1941.

Air Mail Is A Great 
Factor In Advancing 
Modern Civilization 


Perhaps nothing has done more 
for the advancement of civilization 
than the aeroplane and a typical 
example of this fact is given in a 
note included in a ‘2tter from a 
correspondent in Honduras. Mr. 
J. B. Edwards tells in a brief 
manner, what the Aeroplane has 
done for the advancement of civil- 
ization and business in this coun- 
try and this story is typical of 
other instances all over the world. 

“During the years of 1931 to 
1934 Inc. I did a great deal of 
traveling over the Republic of 
Honduras, by air, train, auto, up 
and down rivers in dug ct can- 
oes and by mule back. Since 1929 
I have seen great improvements in 
the postal service of this Repub- 
lic. A typical case of improve- 
ment would be that of the service 
of the village of Minas de Oro- 
(Mines of Gold), located in the 
Department of Comayagua. This 
village is located 125 kilometers 
from Tegucigalpa, the capital, and 
some 80 kls. from the city of 
Comayagua. For many years Mi- 
nas de Oro was postally served 
through the P. 9%. at Comayagua, 
via Indian courier. The courier 
would leave Comayagua every 
Sunday morning with a small bag, 
containing the mail, acro‘s his 
shoulders. On foot he would cross 
the high mountain ranges and ar- 
rive in Minas de Oro Monday 
night where he would rest all 
day Tuesday and arzive back in 
Comayagua Thursday night. In 
1674 a landing field was made 
near Minas de Oro and_ to-day 
this and many other villages, are 
on an air route which extends 
from Tegucigalpa to the North 
Port of Trujillo. In fact many vil- 
lages are now getting postal ser- 
vice, via air, at no additional rates. 
That is Eight Centavos (4 cents 
U. S. Cy.) per letter.”

e Pearl Har- 
bor attack, Mr. E. G. Jarvis, pro- 
prietor of the KenMore Stamp 
Company was making definite 
plans for closing down the stamp 
business in order that he could 
give his entire time to his busi- 
ness, the Niagara Falls Smelting 
and Refining Corporation, This 
huge plant on the edge of Buf- 
falo, just a few blocks from the 
home of the stamp business at 
Kenmore, became a bee hive of 
activity long before we were in 
the war. From time to time pro. 
duction was increased until the 
present capacity of the plant was 
taxed to the limit and the next 
stcp was to enlarge the plant. 
Even then, after our country 
went all out for war production 
this capacity was still inadequate 
to meet the demands and again 
new structures are.-being - built, 
new furnaces added and produces 
tion will again be stepped up. 
Mr. Jarvis, assisted by his broe 
ther as well as his wife who has 
worked along with him in all his 
business ventures soon _ realized 
that all their time must be given 
to war work and as a result the 
stamp business became stagnant. 
Practically all of that large corps 
of trained young ladies who had 


been doing the actual work of 
handling the stamp sales were 
transferred one after another 


to the war plant, until today, all 
of them and many more are in 
a_'tve war work while Mr. Jarvis 
tells us that the husbands and 
sweethearts of many of these fine 
girls are in some branch of the 
service. 

For sometime following the out 
break of the war Mr. Jarvis had 
contemplated storing his large 
stamp stock with a view to open- 
ing up again when hostilities 
were over, but prinicaplly because 
of the immense size of this stock, 
because it contained large quan- 
tities of much wanted stamps and 
because it would help, answer a 
question for the dealers who are 
hard pressed to find adequate 
supplies under present condi- 
tions. Mr. Jarvis finally consent- 
ed to a sale of the stock and afte 
an appraisal by the Harris com- 
pany a price was agreed on and 
the transaction completed, 

The sale includes the _ entire 
stock of stamps which consisted of 
stamps of the British Common- 
wealth of Nations as Mr. Jarvis 
preferred to call them, as well as 
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H. R. Harmer Auctions

Czechoslo- 
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War Brings Changes 
But Old Stamps Will 
Keep Record Straight 


By Robert S. Thompson 

Many changes have occurred 
throughout the world as a re- 
sult of the present conflict, but 
recently most of us thought pri- 
marily of Europe when we saw 
things under the clouds of war. 
However, recently, I saw a pic- 
ture of the Old Cathedral outside 
of Panama City and in the fore- 
ground were a large group of sol- 
diers who -vere using the smooth 
area as a parade and drill ground. 
The Cathedral is the lone remain- 
ing evidence of the Old City of 
Panama which was established by 
the earliest settlers in that reg- 
ion. It is a vivid tribut to the ex- 
cellent mechanical abilities of the 
hearty pioneers who made the 
hazardous voyage from Spain in 
the late 15th and early ‘6th cen- 
turies that the edifice still stands 
in well preserved state. The Cath. 
edral is situated about twenty 
miles outside of the present cap- 
ital of Panama. When I visited it 
in the summer of 937, there was 
nothing but reeds and underbrush 
surrounding it, Now that the 
western hemisphere has become 
war conscious, the area, which is 
very suitable, has been turned 
into an up-to-the-minute army 
training ground. 

Stamp collectors who are in- 
terested in seeing a picture of 
this evidence of the early west- 
ern settlement will d vell to add 
a copy of the stamp which Pan- 
ama issued in 1915 bearing a pic- 
ture of the Old Cathedral. An in- 
teresting page could be easily de_ 
velpoed if a pre-war picture and 
the latest news icture were 
mounted in connection with the 
stamp. Cover collectors might do 
well to try for a cover bearing 
the stamp mailed from the post 
office operated in connection with 
the troops training at the site. 
However, no requests should be 
directed to the army mail clerk 
located there as he is already 
swamped with soldier mail. 











AIRMAIL COVERS. 
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3AMUEL S. GOLDSTICKER, JR. (Dept Ed.)

Dodge City, Kansas was added 
to AM-43 on February Ist. To 
commemorate the event, an un- 
official cachet (prc bly sponsor- 
ed by a civic organization) was 
applied in magenta ink to all 
covers. This cachet consists of 
two parallel lines about 214 inches 
apart, Under the upper line is 
the wording “DODGE CITY, 
KA*SAS.” while tnder it and 
slightly toward the center is a 
transport-plane. Above the plane 
is “Air Mail” and below it is 
“Demonstration Flight.” In the 
lower-left hand corner of the 
cachet is a statue of a cowboy, 
and under it the title “Boot Hill.” 
Next to this is the inscription 
“THE COWBOY CAPITAL” in 
two lines. 

Covers from Dodge City and 

destined East are cancelled at 
10330 AM (both hand and ma- 
chine cancels being used), while 
‘westbound covers are cancelled 
at 5-PM. However, I have seen 
a number of westbound covers 
cancelled with the 10-30 AM post- 
mark. Eastbound covers destined 
to General Delivery at Witchita, 
Kans., were backstamped at 2-30 
PM, while the westbound covers 
destined to Pueblo (Gen, Del.) 
were backstamped “Pueblo, Colo., 
Gen. Del. Feb. 1, 1943.” with a 
large purple handstamp. 
Unfortunately, the cachet ap- 
plied to the covers at Dodge City 
was applied very sloppy to most 
covers, which natura!'y may de- 
crease the value of them. In fact, 
up-to-now I have not se... a cover 
in which the cachet was applied 
neatly. 
It is not yet known if there was 
an Airport Dedication at Dodge 
City on February list. However, 
all dedication covers on hand 
were on the first flight.

Miami, Florida, Oddity 
Nofed On Recent Cover 





A letter from M, P. Rodermond 
of Miami, Florida, brings an odd 
cover that can not help but at- 
tract attentio and make one 
wonder. In the first place it is 
a sealed first class letter but was 
franked with a pair of the 1%c 
Bureau print precancels of Miami, 
which is not permitted. To add to 
the interest of the cover is an 
unusual cancellaticn in these 
modern times. The cancel looks 
like it might have been resurrect- 
ed from somewhere °: the 80's, 

There is a double lined outer 
circle, the outer line being the 
heavier, between the double line 
circle and a smaller inner circle 
are the words “MIAMI, FLOR- 
IDA” curved around the upper 
half of the two circles. The type 
is a wide antique style letter with 
prominent serifs. The date, “FEB 
—5—1943” is in three lines in the 
center. Six straight lines at the 
right form the killer bars, It looks 
for all the world lil-- something 








sixty or seventy years ago. 








PREDICTIONS OF 
STAMPS TO COME 
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then is there about this Colum- 
bian issue that might. be repeated 
in a new issue today and which 
has not been evident in issues 
since 1893? 

First the Columbian issue was 
the last issue printed by private 
contract outide the Bureau at 
Washington. We would hardly be_ 
lieve that this new issue would be 
printed outside the Buerau, yet 
the large Bank Note Companies 
have had so much experience and 
are so well equipped for the pro- 
duction of color printings that 
they could readily handle this is- 
sue at a time when the Bureau is 
burdened with war bonds and 
stamps in addition to other work, 
While this might happen, our 
thought for the breaking of that 
fifty year precedent runs up an- 
other alley. 

We all know that the Columbian 
issue is the only commemorative 
issue which run up to the five dol- 
lar value. The Omaha stamps of 
1898 stopped at $2.00 and the high- 
est value since has been in the 
Parks and Washington Bicentenni- 
als, so that a precedent that may 
be broken is the issue of a set 
running up to the $5.00 value and 
that is what We are predicting for 
this new two color issue. 

We are assured that this new 
set will be one of the most hand- 
some sets of stamps ever issued by 
our Government and with the 
present efforts of the Government 
to siphon surplus cash away from 
the public as a curb for inflation, 
this would be a logical and prac- 
tical as well as helpful gesture on 
the part of the Post Office De- 
partment to take some of the sur- 
plus from the collector and at the 
same time satisfy in full measure 
the clamor that collectors have 
made for a real war issue, 

It is believed that this new ser. 
ies of stamps will honor the op- 
pressed and allied nations. Just 
which will be included is a mat- 
ter that need not be guessed at.. 
We could all name several, but 
just how far we should go in that 
direction is another matter. 

It is believed that due to the 
expense of production, that this 
new issue will be quite limited so 
that collectors as well as investors 
will do well to make their pur- 
chases early for it is certain that 
the issue will be short lived. 

Now let us all sit back quietly 
and see just how good your edi- 
tor is in making predictions.

Counterfeit Overprints

“ais is the First of three art- 
icles on Canadian precancels writ- 
ten especially for me and LINNS 
and of course you readers by the 
Canadian editor of the OPTI- 
MIST. Mr, Frank W. Campbell of 
Royal Oak Mich, to him we are 
indebted. 

“Precancels of Canada were sold 
at the Ottawa Philatelic Agency 
for a few years, ending in 1928 
or so. The trade being so dull 
that it died an unknown death. 
(Ed. What a pity.) Only up to the 
10c values were available, none 
being the Edwards or the early 
George issue. Inverts and normals 
were for sale in each case at face. 
If a city had two types ao way 
was known of getting any cer- 
tain type. (You took what was 
sent). The furnishing of a com- 
piete set in invert probably meant 
a special printing was made in 
some cases to fit the agency list, 
as these were not known as in- 
vert at their respective postoffice. 
So some of these are rare indeed. 
A peculiar case was Regina 7c 
red brown, where the regular 
furnished was the one with three 
wavy lines and the invert was the 
two heavy lines. Now this in- 
vert was never on sale at the 
Regina window as a normal in 
same stamp either, so the few 
bought at the agency are all 
known. Sales were slow during 
the currency of the 7c red brown, 
and not over six copies are known 
in collections. No 5c blue or 10c 
plum were on sale, thus account- 
ing for the scarcity of these in 
any city where they were at all 
hard to get, so this 5c blue, 1912 
has great rarity in Walkersville, 
Victoria, Vancouver Calgary, Sas- 
katoon and London. Centering 
was wretched on most copi-s fur- 
nished at the agency.

Issuance of the “Four Free- 
doms” one cent postage stamp, 
which is scheduled for February 
12, recalls to the writer the first- 
day of another United States 
stamp, Which also fell upon Feb. 
ruary 12, this time in 1909. The 
stamp was a two-cent denomina- 
tion and bore a profile of Abra- 
ham Lincoln, It was carmine in 
color. There were three varie- 
ties, No. 367, as listed in the 
scott catalog, being the perfora- 
ted 12 variety, the most common 
of the three. The unperforated 
variety is listed as 268, while the 
perforated 12 variety on bluish 
paper is listed as 369. Any of the 
three would have proved a very 
good investment for anyane who 
could have afforded to lay away 
the stamps. The perforated varie. 
ty in new condition is catalogued 
at 40 cents, the imperf at $2.75 
and the perforated on tlue paper 
at $15, according to the 1942 
Scott Specialized catalog. 

At the time the stamps were 
sent to postmasters a warning ac- 
companied them, calling attention 
to the fact that they were not to 
be sold, or even shown to the 
public, until the date of issue, 
February 12, 

The Pierceton Indiana Record, 
a weekly newspaper, claims the 
distinction of publishing the first 
illustration of the stamp. The 
Record went to its subscribers 
early On the morning of Feb, 12, 
1909. Frank Radcliff, who was 
the postmaster of Pierceton, had 
a twinkle in his eyes when he 
said that he could not  under- 
stand how the editor of The Rec- 
ord obtained a copy of the stamp 
from which the cut was made, 
but any philatelist would vouch 
for the statement tha the speci. 
men from which .ne cut was im- 
provised was not selected by an 
old-tingz stamp collector. It is 
very much off center at the bot- 
tom and left. 

Incidentally the postoffice at 
Pierceton received 1,000 of the 
stamps from Washington and that 
total, for some unknown re?2son, 
was 500 more than were received 
at Warsaw, the county seat and 
with a population several times 
that of Pierceton. 

On the morning that the 
Stamps were placed on sale: at 
the Warsaw postoffice they were 
shown to the writer by a clerk. 
A request for the entire lot was 
Tejected, but 400 were turned 
over for $8 and the writer still 
possesses them. 

It was in 1908 that the postof- 
fice department spelled out the 
denomination on the one and 
two cent stamps, bearing the 
likenesses of Benjamin Franklin 
and George Washington respec- 
tively. The 2c Lincoln fullowea 
Suit in the same manner and 
came without the numerals. Fol-

From all accounts, only a small 
proport’ 1 of the entire issue was 
sert out to Labua:., where some 
fifty sets are said to hav been 
used postally. The balance of the 
commemorative stamps were sold 
in London, postmarked to order, to 
a once famous wholesale stamp 
dealer, now deceased. 

It is believed that there are 
two or more settings of the over- 
print upon the lec., 2c and 3c 
stamps, but details of these are 
lacking. An error, reading “JE- 
BILEE,” occuring on the 77th 
stamp in the sheet of 100, was first 
recorded upon the 1c, denomina- 
tion in the year 1898, and subse- 
quently upon the 2c, and 3c also. 
The Ic., 3c., 5c., and 6c. are known 
with double overprint, whilst the 
1c, has been recorded with an ex- 
perimental overprint in red or 
orarge, and a single sheet only 
is understood to have been found 
thus. 

A few years ago an entire sheet 
of the 2c. was discovered imper- 
forate horizontally throughout. 

Minor varieties such as a “mis- 
sing E” in JUBILEE are not con- 
stant and may be attributed to 
faulty inking. 

_.. the last ten years this set has 
advanced only fractionally in 
catalogue quotation. A possible ex 
planation is that it came early un- 
der the ban of the ill fated So- 
ciety for the Suppression of Spec- 
ulative Stamps, and the stigma 
may’have stuck.

STAMP COLLECTING AND THE WAR 

Of some things we are certain, because we have already found 
out about them. Of other things ‘we are uncertain because we do not 
know as yet just what effect some of the new moves now develop- 
ing, will have on stamps, the stamp trade and stamp collecting. It is 
easy to hazard an opinion however and perhaps a few words con- 
cerning what might happen will be of interest to all, 

Definitely, we know now that there have been several new stamps 
as a result of the war and we also are told that there is to be a 
beautiful long two color set which should satisfy everyone who has 
been clamoring for a war issue. 

A few weeks ago announcement was also made that the produc- 
tion of new stamp albums would be prohibited after February 15th. 
Just before we go to press, a letter from Hugh M., Clark of the Scott 
Stamp and Coin Co., advises that this restriction has been altered to 
permit production equal to 90 per cent of 1942 production. More de- 
tails next week. 

As for the catalogue, there is every probability that further 
printings may be suspended for the duration—a compromise might 
be made allowing publication of a small phamplet listing issues since 
the last catalogue. Only time will answer this question. 

The latest order concerning essential occupations will have a con- 
siderable effect on the stamp dealing fraternity, Already those 
younger dealers under 38 are laying plans for either the complete 
closing of their business for the duration or for definitely cutting 
down to such a point that they might seek essential occupation and 
retain their best customers with a view to putting in some extra 
hours each day to take eare of such trade. It is certain that they will 
have to reduce their volume of business to such a point that they can 
handle in odd hours or close up entirely. 

This same ruling will effect many of the larger dealers who em- 
ploy one or a dozen or more persons in their stamp stores and offices, 
These people will have to change their occupation with the result that 
the larger dealers will be hard pressed for satisfactory help, for older 
folks without experience can not be quickly tralIned to take up this 
work. It must be remembered that a thorough stamp clerk requires 
as much training for the job as is required for many of the leading 
professions and dealers who have depended on help will find them- 
selves short of help which will have to result in a slackening of 
business and a slackening of business will result in a curtailment of 
advertising, since many of these dealers will find themselves with all 
the business they can possibly handle without asking for more. 

Just how serious this situation will become and what effect it 
will have on the stamp publications is a matter that only time will 
tell for stamp publications are dependant on advertising patronage to 
a far greater extent than on subscriptions. 

There is one thought that comes to mind in this respect and 
which should be called to the attention of that large group of col. 
lectors who from time to time take a fling at dealing in stamps and 
occasionally spend a little money for advertising. Now will be an 
ideal time for ‘this group of part time dealers to branch out in a big 
way, they will have a chance at more business than ever before be- 
cause they will get business that other dealers must neglect to seek, 
The part time dealer of this class who makes a real effort at this time 
to open in a big way will have a far better opportunity to succeed 
than in the past. There are large numbers of collectors with years 
of experience as collectors who have had an itch to deal in stamps. 
Many of these collectors have steadily accumulated stamps for years 
past with just such a thought in mind. Many are far beyound the 38 
year age limit, many unfit for heavy or hard work and the present 
time is offering them the opportunity that they have been thinking 
about. 

THE TAIL OF THE KITE 

A. E. Geldhof, in the Washington (D. C.) Times Herald makes 
sone very cutting remarks about the new 2c United Nations Stamp. 
He uses such words as “Fascist ” “Mussolini-like in appearance,” ete. 
He compares the upraised sword to that wooden one that “Junior” 
wears with his paper cocked hat when he plays war. “Artistically the 
stamp is an atrocity” says Mr. Geldhof and people who like to see 
pictures that tell the story without drawing on their imagination 
will doubtless agree with him. 

Let us hope that the coming new issue is not produced by a group 
of long haired artists who have gone cubist.

The large meeting room in the 
basement was the meeting room 
of the Kenmore Philatelic Society 
which was a “‘child’”’ of Ernie Jar- 
vis and the facilities of the room 
were given the club’ without 
charge. No stamp club in Ameriéa 
had a more perfect meeting place 
as the basement quarters contain- 
ed full facilities for parties and 
entertainment, a complete kitchen 
with all modern conveniences. 

The stamp sales room i’ :lf was 
a beautiful room with equipment 
fitting a metropolitan banking 
quarters, an immense vault with 


Along the left side of the sales 
room was a customers room and 
library behind which was a room 
for the lady employees and be- 
yond this the private office of Mr. 
Jarvis. In the sales room proper, 
a show display counte> with heavy 
glass top ran across the front, im- 
mediately behind this built in the 
beautiful terrazo floor was a map 
of the world with the countries of 
the British Commonwealth of Na- 
tions inlaid in ‘lors, Indirect 
lighting was used throughout and 
the individuzl desks where the 
work was handled all were as 
spick and span as could be and 
there was little visable evidence 
that the stamp business was con- 
ducted in the room. 

Perhaps Mr. Jarvis has done 
the right thing under present con- 
ditions but we feel somehow that 
whc this war is won that the 
name of Ernie Jarvis will again 
shine brightly in the Philatelic 
Activities of our country. 

Right now, the great task he is 
doing to hasten our victory is such 
that the less said about it the 
better things will be and we an- 
xiously await that other day that 
is coming to Ameriea. 

As yet no announcement con-

New Honduran Air 
Mail Errors Come On 
Cover From Honduras 


Mr. J. B. Edwards a subscriber 
in Honduras, C:ntral America, 
writes under date of January 12 
and the letter fortunately gets very 
quick handling through the Cen- 
sor offices. Information of inter- 
est to collectors in this letter is 
used in this issue and the items 
to be mentioned here are errors 
in the last Honduras Air Mail 
surcharges as first listed by Scott 
in the September 194‘ issue of 
their Journal. The stamps a; list- 
ed by Scott are Numbers C118 and 
C119, being the 15c blue airmail 
stamp of 1937, overprinted 8 cen- 
tavos and the 46c stamp of the 
same issue overprinted 16 cen- 
tavos, 

In each of these stamps there 
js an error which Mr. IFdwards 
states occurs once in each sheet 
of 100 stamps. Mr. F wards 
States that the error on both 
stamps is in the word ‘‘Correo,” 
the spelling being “Cerreo” and 
that he is using one of each of 
the stamps on the cover to our 
office. The stamps with error 
show once in each sheet and are 
the first stamp in the sixth row of 
each sheet of 100 stamps, making 
them the 51st stamp in the sheet.

Very often I receive the follow- 
ing question, “How can one locate 
Freaks and Oddities?” At first 
glance this appears to be a fool- 
ish inquiry, for how can one at- 
tempt to describe a method of 
finding material the very nature 
of which is accidental, and there- 
f re unpredictable. However aft- 
er a little closer scrutiny and de- 
tailed study, that simple question 
appears to be a sensible, and hon- 
est effort to arrive at rules, or 
guides, in the search for items 
which are unusual, 

The truism that “necessity is 
the mother of invention” ig very 
applicable to the field of phila- 
telic research. However in this in- 
stance I would word it “‘method 
of manufacture is the clue to dis- 
covery of oddities.’”’ To elaborate 
on this somewhat ambiguous state 
ment I will take one specific 
example, where the realization of 
the underlying pri -iples of stamp 
production will clearly point the 
way’ to the location of freaks in 
philately. 

A small group of U. S. stamps 
are printed in two colors. The 
popular combination is some shade 
of carmine used in conjunction 
with black. This does not exclude 
colors like brown, blue, green, 


violet, nd ultramarine. The nor- 
mal procedure is to print the 
stamp in two separate opera- 


tions, first the color which pre- 
dominates, usually the border of 
the stamp; and then the inner por- 
tion or central figure of the de- 
sign. With this knowledge it does 
not require too much imagination 
to realize that you now have the 
ideal set up for: firstly, inverted 
centers; secondly, misalignment of 
design; third, possibility of missing 
colors, 

As regards to inverts, the classic 
examples are the 1869, Pan- 
American Issue and the 24c Air- 
mail. With respect to misalign- 
ment of colors, you can point to 
any bicolored issue. A steamboat 
or a train far off center in it’s 
oval or appropriate portion of the 
stamp, A red cross or an airplane 
which ‘as wandered off to some 
secluded corner of it’s restricted 
quarters. These are most common 
and easy to discover with just 
a little patience and research. The 
last, possibility of a missing col- 
or, is rare in U. S. postal history.

A half page feature story in 
colors was printed by one of the 
Cleveland newspapers. recently 
The clipping at hand does not 
name the paper, but the story is 
illustrated with several of the 
old Civil War Patriotics and also 
includes some of the current is- 
sues. The story is very well pre- 
pared but the author lacks much 
information, as regards current 
patriotics for he states that about 
100 patriotic designs are 
on the market and credits the 
Civil War Period with around 
4000 varieties. 

As a matter of fact, our opinion 
would be that there are probably 
400 to 500 different patriotics 
available today, many of these 
being commercial covers which 
seldom get into collector hands 
unless those collectors are so 
situated that they can watch the 
daily mail of some of the larger 
business houses. This is a source 
that should be watched by those 
who ate in a position to get such 
covers. 

Fredrick W., Green, Cleveland 
attorney and member of the Gar- 
field-Perry stamp Club and Char- 
les J. Orgel of the Orgel ~-rint- 
ing Company and a member of 
the Cleveland Stamp Club are 
mentioned as two of the leading 
Cleveland collectors of Patriotics.

Well, here I am back again 
with more on our favorite hobby 
of collecting State Revenue 
Stamps. 

There have been many new 
discoveries and new issues since 
Mr. Cabot’s latest catalogue on 
these fascinating stamps, but not 
so many as to get completely 
out of hand. 

For those of you who have not 
as yet obtained the latest infor- 
mation on these I shall endeavor 
to review, Over a period of sev- 
eral months, all of the Revenue 
stamps not listed. 

This projected listing however, 
shall not include stamps other 
than true Revenue stamps. 

This excludes the so _ called 
‘Fee Stamps”, the most common 
of which are the Inspection Fee 
stamps. Others are Marketing 
Agreement stamps, issued to 
cover Administration costs, the 
Fruit Advertising stamps etc. 

The proper designaton for this 
major group of stamps is State 
Fee Stamps, not State Tax 
stamps or State Revenue stamps. 

Perhaps I should here attempt 
to give clear cut definitions of 
the two groups; to avoid any fur- 
ther confusion. 

FEE STAMPS—Monies collect- 
ed by the use of Fee Stamps is 
used to defray the cost of ser- 
vices rendered in some manner, 
upon the article on which the fee 
is charged. 

TAX STAMPS—Monies collec- 
ted by the use of Tax (or Reve- 
nue) Stamps is used for financing 
various and sundry things not re- 
lated to the article upon which 
the tax is levied. 

We shall concede that the two 
groups are related in_ certain 
ways and that a very few stamps 
are a combination of the two. 

Many will prefer to collect 
both groups but personally I find 
my hands full with the Revenue 
group alone; which, incidentally, 
is generally the more interesting 
of the two. 

For this reason we shall con- 
cern ourselves largely with the 
latter group in this column. 

Here and now let me say that 
I shall always be pleased to re- 
Celve news, or samples, of any 
new State Revenue Stamps. All 
information you send in shall be 
shown in this column with due 
credit to the source. 

In the next installment we 
shall start on the unlisted stamps, 
80 get out your catalogue and 
Prepare to tip in the new listings, 
and if you do not have your copy 
of the catalog yet, by all means 
send for yours now. The cost is 
only $1.50 for the paper covered 
edition and $2.50 for the -cloth 
Covered.

issue regarding plate numbers 
“issued” is quite to the point. 
The more _ correct designation 


would be “assigned,” for the fact 
is that each number is ~-ssigned 
to a certain value of a certain 
issue, after which the plate bear- 
ing that number is. made and 
stored until sent to press. 

In some instances, the plaie is 
scat to press imme?2‘ately: while 
in other instances (when further 
printings of the particular value 
are not needed immediately) it 
may be months or even years be- 
fore the plate is taken from stor- 
age and sent to press. 

The classic example is Plate 
No. 5990. This plate was made in 
1912, but was not sent to press 
until in January, 1922. Certainly, 
this plate was not “issued” in 
1912, but was “assigned” for the 
two-cent value at the time these 
stamps were being printed on 
single-line watermarkeg paper 
and perfed 12. The plate was sent 
to press and was used on water- 
marked paper, with the stamps 
being perfed 11. 








Therefore, any collectors were 
out of luck who sought this plate 
number during the ten-year per- 
iod following 1912 on the sup- 
position that it had been sent 
to press because the Post Office 
Department announced that it had 
been “issued.” 

So it is with many plate num- 
bers assigned during recent years. 
They are not available until the 
Department announces they have 
been sent to press, and even then 
some of them fail to appear. 
Which is just another Department 
mystery.

“Possibly you remember the 
small ad I ran in the WSN issue 
of July 30, 1942 offering First 
Day Covers of the Air Mail issue 
“of Morazan Comms. I did not re- 
ceive a single reply to this ad. 
and it was well that I did not as 
I was unable to buy but very few 
complete sets of that issue. I know 
of but two F. D. Covers with a 
complete set. One was sent me 
from San Pedro Sula and the oth- 
er I sent to a friend in the States. 
In the November 1942 issue _ of 
Scott’s Monthly Journal this set 
is listed under the number of 
C120 /C127, with this notation. 
Issued September 15, 1942 in hon- 
or of General Francisco Mora- 
zan.” As a matter of fact the 
stamps were not put on sale un- 
til September 16, 1942. Septem- 
ber 15, 1942 -was the 100 anniver- 
sary of the death of Gen. Moras 
zan :nd the stamps were issued to 
commemorate this event but since 
September 15 is a National Holi- 
day-Indepemlance Day—and all 
post offices and government ag- 
encies were closed that day, the 
stamps were not put on sale un- 
til the 16th.”

Linn’s Reader Pictured 
On A Honduras Stamp 


Bits of stampic background be- 
come more interesting under cer- 
tain occasions and a correspondent 
and reader of Linn’s Weekly tells 
of such an incident associated 
with a stamp of Honduras. Let 
Mr. Edwards tell the story in his 
own words. 

“I am enclosing a used copy of 
a Honduars Stamp, Scott’s 1942 
Cat. No. A42, which is of special 
interest ‘> me and the reasons may 
also interest you. All mail, except 
Air Mail, from Tegucigalpa to the 
North Coast Ports of Cortes and 
Tela, and vice versa, is carried, 
via .utomobile, over a very good 
highway built in 1923. This high- 
way is intercepted by Lake Yo- 
joa, which is about half way be- 
tween Tegucigalpa and the north 
coast. There being no road around 
the lake the cars are carried across 
the lake on the ferryboat SULA- 
Shown on this stamp-after which 
the cars proceed on the national 
highway to Potrerillos, the termi- 
nal of the National Railways of 
Honduras. At Potrerillos the mail 
is transfered to the train and ta- 
ken on to it’s destination. The 
ferryboat SULA was put in ser- 
vice in October 1929.” 

“The following will explain to 
you why this stamp is so very in- 
teresting to me. The house in 
which I am now living is on the 
shore of the lake directly facing 
the view shown on the stamp and 
further .more it so happened that 
I was a passenger on the SULA 
at the time the photograph, from 
which the engravings was made 
for this stamp, was taken. We 
were proceding from El Jaral the 
North Port of the lake to Pito 
Solo, the South Port, when we 
reached about the middle of the 
lake the SULA was stopped and 
a life boat was lowered. In this 
life boat was a government photo 
grapher and the picture was ta- 
ken, The man seen standing on 
the brow of the SULA is Capt. 
Bush, a very good friend, who has 
been captain of the SULA since 
the ferryboat was put in serv. 
ice.”
